However, a virtual free-for-all ooou rred at the 
Sew York City chapter aaetlag ef the DEL. The pro-forcee were at 
the aaeka ef the aotl -force*. 

4. RAUS retureed to hla earlier request that the agency ok 
lt'a lnvluanee to have DO© write hi* or th e LSL a letter of coawtan- 
datloa which be oould thea vac la hla anti -HOTS oaqpaign. Before 
the inflanlginlf ilia to co— mt (there van no intention of ever 
preeualag tfcia Idea of RAUS) RAUS rtatod that he had recently con- 
taoted hla FBI contact after which dlaeuaaion he wrote a letter to 
J. lifter H oover making for whatever lafomatlon the VBI had far
